During  the  last  weekend 
of  October,  a  group  of  ten 
Elementary  Education  majors 
and  secondary  education 
minors  attended  the  ISEA  Fall 
Conference  in  Indianapolis. 

The  conference  was  held  at 
the  Wyndham  hotel  and  was 
attended  by  members  of  the  Puma 
Educators,  along  with  Education 
professor,  Dr.  Karen  Venditti.  The 
ISEA  (Indiana  Student  Education 
Association)  held  this  conference 
over  the  weekend  as  an 
opportunity  for  future  educators  to 
listen  in  on  seminar  sessions  and 
workshops. 

Several  of  the  sessions  were 
available  for  each  of  the  attendees 
to  choose  from  throughout  the 
first  night  of  the  conference  that 
dealt  with  ISEA  programs  like 
Outreach  to  Teach  and  nationwide 
programs  like  Read  Across 
America.  Outreach  to  Teach 
is  a  program  that  helps  repair 
schools  in  need  of  renovation. 
Read  Across  America  programs 
support  literacy  in  schools  during 
the  week  of  Dr.  Seuss’  birthday. 
Sophomore  Math  major  Sarah 
Stines  and  sophomore  English 
major  Jessica  Ruschke  are  co¬ 
chairs  for  the  project  with  Indiana 
State  student  Sarah  Wise.  They 
participated  in  the  presentation 
with  their  other  co-chair  and  one 
of  last  year’s  chairs. 

Besides  the  many  sessions 
available,  conference  attendees 
were  given  the  chance  to  engage 
in  socials  and  speak  with  lecturers 
as  well  as  students  interested  in 
becoming  educators.  Friday  night 


there  was  an  evening  social  that 
included  a  1980’s  style  dance 
party  and  bingo  sessions. 

On  Saturday,  the  students 
went  to  various  lectures  on  the 
development  of  students  and  how 
educators  can  better  understand 
the  classroom.  Some  lectures 
examined  topics  such  as  helping 
educators  to  approach  their  first 
year  as  a  teacher,  and  how  to 
understand  the  minds  of  middle 
school  students.  “Fall  Conference 
is  a  great  opportunity  to  get 
some  professional  development 
while  student  teaching.  Not  to 


mention  all  the  workshops  I 
attended  and  the  keynote  speaker 
were  phenomenal,”  said  senior 
Elementary  Education  major 
Maggie  Schmitt. 

The  conference  hosted  a 
keynote  speaker,  Manual  Scott, 
whose  story  was  told  in  the  film 
Freedom  Writers.  He  spoke  about 
how  to  inspire  students  to  do 
better  in  the  classroom  as  well  as 
making  teaching  relevant  to  the 
lives  of  students.  “Manuel  Scott 
offers  plenty  of  real-life  examples 
that  are  relevant  to  pre-service 
teachers,”  said  Schmitt.  Scott 


spoke  about  teachers  encouraging 
their  students  to  excel  to  see  then- 
education  is  worth  more  than  a 
number  on  their  grade. 

The  Conference  ended  on 
Saturday  afternoon  with  the 
students  returning  to  campus  with 
a  new  perspective  on  their  majors. 
Junior  James  Bertucci  commented 
on  the  weekend,  “It  was  good 
to  see  other  people  outside  our 
school  who  are  trying  to  help 
us  become  good  teachers.  It’s 
reassuring  and  good  to  see  this 
subject  is  being  taken  seriously.”

Each  team,  organized  by  the 
students,  went  to  their  designated 
area  to  find  spare  canned  goods 
to  assist  underprivileged  families 


receive  food,  so  they  could 
eventually  enjoy  a  nice,  hot  meal. 
“We  had  perfect  weather,  lots  of 
excited,  enthusiastic  students  to 
trick-or-treat,  as  well  as  people  to 
help  with  the  sorting  etc.  of  food 
at  the  pantry,”  said  Brother  Tim 
Hemrn. 

When  asked  what  he  believed 
was  the  most  beneficial  part  of  the 
activity,  he  said:  “In  the  context 
of  this  event,  knowing  that  you 
really  are  helping  those  who  are 
less  fortunate,  people  who  don’t 
have  food  to  put  on  their  table.  [It] 
makes  it  really  worthwhile  and 
beneficial  to  all  who  participate.”

Saint  Joseph’s  College 
will  undergo  a  comprehensive 
evaluation  visit  February  13-15, 
2012,  by  a  team  representing  The 
Higher  Learning  Commission 
of  the  North  Central  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Schools.  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  has  been 
accredited  by  the  Commission 
since  1950.  Its  accreditation  is 
at  the  Master’s  degree  level  and 
includes  a  degree  site  at  one  other 
location,  Lafayette,  within  the 
state. 

The  Higher  Learning 
Commission  is  one  of  six 
accrediting  agencies  in  the  United 
States  that  provide  institutional 
accreditation  on  a  regional 
basis.  Institutional  accreditation 
evaluates  an  entire  institution  and 
accredits  it  as  a  whole.  Other 
agencies  provide  accreditation  for 
specific  programs.  Accreditation 
is  voluntary.  The  Commission 
accredits  approximately  1 , 1 00 
institutions  of  higher  education 
in  a  nineteen-state  region.  The 
Commission  is  recognized  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Education. 

For  the  past  year  and  a  half, 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  has  been 
engaged  in  a  process  of  self-study, 
addressing  the  Commission’s 
requirements  and  criteria  for 
accreditation.  The  evaluation 
team  will  visit  the  institution  to 
gather  evidence  that  the  self- 
study  is  thorough  and  accurate. 
The  team  will  recommend  to  the 
Commission  a  continuing  status 


for  the  College;  following  a 
review  process,  the  Commission 
itself  will  take  the  final  action.

Note:  Individuals  with  a 
specific  dispute  or  grievance  with 
the  institution  should  request  the 
separate  Policy  on  Complaints 
document  from  the  Commission 
office.  The  Higher  Learning 
Commission  cannot  settle 
disputes  between  institutions  and 
individuals.

But  I  am  herein 

challenging  the  student  body  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  to  prove 
me  wrong.  Clearly  identify  your 
major  concerns  regarding  the 
College  and  find  a  way  of  fixing 
them.  Student  Association 
Executive  Board  elections  are 
coming  up  very  soon,  you 
can  think  about  running.  If  you 
do  not  want  to  run,  at  least  be 
willing  to  actively  participate  in 
the  elections  process  by  asking 
the  right  questions,  and  voting!

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10  Years  of  Halo

There  have  been  few  games 
that  have  impacted  the  gaming 
industry  more  than  Bungie 
Studio’s  2001  release.  Halo: 
Combat  Evolved.  Since  its 
release,  Halo’s  subtle  innovations 
have  been  borrowed  from 
countless  other  games.  Elements 
such  as  a  self-recharging  shield 
and  a  perfected  control  scheme 
have  been  adopted  by  nearly 
all  first-person  shooters  since. 
Moreover,  Halo  is  largely 
credited,  and  rightfully  so,  with 
the  success  of  Microsoft’s  first 
foray  into  the  console  gaming 
arena,  namely  its  XBOX.  Seeing 
how  Halo  is  about  to  celebrate  its 
ten  year  anniversary,  it  seems  only 
appropriate  to  pay  tribute  to  this 
gaming  classic  and  one  of  the  best 
games  of  all  time. 

When  Halo  was  in  its  earliest 
stages,  the  series’  a  cyborg 
super-soldier  hero.  Master 
Chief,  was  a  lot  different  than 
he  was  in  the  final  product.  In 
the  beginning.  Master  Chief  was 
armed  to  the  teeth  with  machetes, 
flamethrowers,  mini-guns,  a 
gravity  weapon,  and  a  harpoon  to 
deal  with  a  particular  sea  monster. 
Additionally,  there  were  originally 
also  going  to  be  wildlife  that 
Master  Chief  could  subdue  and 
use  for  cheap  transport.  If  one 


wildlife  were  released  in  the  final 
version  of  the  game.  Another 
thing  a  lot  of  people  probably  do 
not  know  about  Halo  is  that  it 
was  originally  only  supposed  to 
be  released  on  the  Mac  and  PC. 
However,  after  a  50  million  dollar 
check  from  Microsoft,  Bungie’s 
Halo  was  set  to  be  the  XBOX's 
exclusive  launch  title  and  Mac 
fans  were  stung  with  betrayal. 
After  this  November  15,  2001 
release.  Halo  remained  the  best 


selling  Xbox  game  for  the  next 
four  years,  credited  with  half  the 
consoles  sales  in  the  first  sixty 
days. 

On  top  of  its  tight,  intuitive 
controls,  sweeping  music  and 
Gregorian  chants  that  captured 
the  gravity  of  each  situation. 
Halo’s  combat  was  near 


perfect.  The  alien  enemies  were 
intelligent,  the  locales  were 
varied,  and  the  weapons  and 
vehicles  felt  realistic.  Halo  did 
all  this  seamlessly,  even  cleverly 
concealing  the  loading  screens  so 
that  one’s  immersion  in  the  story 
remained  constant.  Moreover, 
Master  Chief,  a  character  who 
never  showed  his  face,  became 
the  face  of  first-person  shooters. 
Since  that  time.  Halo  has  become 
a  franchise,  spawning  five  more 


games  and  several  novels  over  the 
next  ten  years. 

As  a  lifelong  fan  of  Halo,  it  is 
hard  to  believe  it  has  already  been 
ten  years.  I  still  vividly  remember 
the  first  time  I  played  Halo  and 
how  it  was  unlike  anything  I 
had  ever  played  up  until  that 
point.  I  remember  putting  my 


old  television  and  XBOX  into 
my  dad’s  car,  traveling  to  one 
of  my  friend’s  house  where 
we  would  all  link  our  consoles 
together,  and  playing  Halo  for 
hours  and  hours.  Sleep  was  an 
afterthought.  Halo  was  the  game 
at  that  time,  the  only  game  as  far 
as  I  was  concerned.  In  a  lot  of 
ways.  Halo  has  grown  up  along 
with  me.  During  elementary 
school,  my  friends  and  I  spent 
countless  hours  and  numerous 


weekends  playing  its  multiplayer. 
On  weekends.  Halo  at  my  house 
became  a  weekly  event  -  a 
tradition  that  lasted  until  1  left  for 
college.  In  high  school,  Halo  2 
was  released  and  featured  XBOX 
Live  support  (multiplayer  gaming 
via  the  internet)  and  that  became 
my  new  obsession.  Some  of  my 


best  memories  with  my  friends 
occurred  during  our  Halo  2  play 
sessions  and  we  still  reminisce 
about  them  to  this  day. 

During  my  junior  year  of  high 
school.  Halo  3  dropped  and  I  was 
in  line  at  a  midnight  release  party 
outside  my  local  GameStop.  I 
remember  staying  up  all  night 
and  beating  the  single-player 
campaign  in  a  single  sitting. .  .and 
then  proceeding  to  go  school  the 
next  day.  My  body  was  running 
on  adrenaline  and  when  I  got 
home  after  a  long  day  of  classes,  I 
did  not  sleep.  I  played  more  Halo. 
When  Halo:  Reach  came  out  last 
year,  I  planned  on  doing  the  same 
thing.  I  waited  in  line  at  midnight, 
got  my  copy,  beat  the  campaign 
in  one  setting,  and  then  headed 
off  to  my  only  class  of  the  day, 
and  was  greeted  with  a  piece  of 
white  paper  indicating  that  class 
had  been  cancelled.  I  felt  like 
the  luckiest  man  in  the  world  and 
headed  straight  back  to  my  futon 
and  controller. 

As  one  can  see.  Halo  has 
been  a  part  of  most  of  my  life, 
nearly  half  in  fact,  and  some  of 
my  best  memories  have  come 
as  a  result  of  it.  Words  cannot 
express  how  excited  I  am  to  play 
the  remastered  and  high  definition 
version  of  Halo:  Combat  Evolved, 
set  to  be  released  on  November 
15,  201 1,  ten  years  to  the  day  after 
its  original  release.

The  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
football  team  ended  its  season 
on  Saturday  afternoon  with  a 
45-24  loss  to  Missouri  Science 
and  Technology.  S&T  took 
advantage  of  fortunate  bounces 
and  SJC  turnovers  en  route  to  the 
Great  Lakes  Football  Conference 
victory. 

Both  teams  exchanged  field 
goals  in  the  opening  quarter  as 
S&T  (6-4,  2-1  GLFC)  recorded 
that  game’s  first  touchdown  in  the 
early  going  of  the  second  quarter 
as  Josh  Firm  ended  an  80-yard 
drive  with  a  14  yard  touchdown 
pass  to  Joseph  Hyman.  On 
SJC's  next  play  from  scrimmage 
Hilton  Dawson  intercepted  Tate 
Borlik’s  (Fr.,  South  Bend,  Ind./ 
Washington)  pass  and  returned 
23-yards  for  a  touchdown. 

The  Pumas  (2-8,  1-2  GLFC) 
settled  in  thereafter  as  S&T  did 
not  score  for  the  rest  of  the  half. 
SJC  did  move  the  ball  in  the  first 
half  recording  1 1  first  downs.  The 
Pumas  longest  drive  of  the  second 
quarter  gave  possession  back  to 
the  Miners  on  their  own  19-yard 
after  a  missed  opportunity  to 


convert  on  fourth  down. 

With  SJC  trailing  17-3  at 
intermission,  the  Pumas  went 
three  and  out  on  its  opening 
series.  However,  S&T  followed 
suit  and  returned  possession  back 
three  plays  later.  Sean  Martin 
recorded  a  second  interception 
return  for  the  Miners’  defense, 
giving  S&T  a  24-3  cushion  with 
over  five  minutes  left  in  the  third 
frame. 

Billy  VandeMerkt  (So., 
Riverside,  Ind./Riverside- 
Brookfield)  entered  the  game  on 


the  Pumas’  ensuing  drive  as  he 
help  maneuver  the  offense  on  a 
12-play  scoring  drive.  Horace 
Lane  (Fr.,  Sterling  Heights, 
Mich./Sterling  Heights)  ended 
the  77-yard  drive  with  a  three- 
yard  touchdown  run.
